Prosperity of Farming 


Depends on Live Stock 


Live stock provides an outlet for 


three-fifths of the crop acreage in tha 
United States, besides 65,000,000 acrea 
of Improved pasture, 150,000,000 acrea 
of unimproved grass land pasture, 175,- 
000,000 acres of woodland pasture, and 
500,000,000 acres of grazing land in the 
arid and semi-arid sections of the 
West, according to C. W. McCampbell, 
head of the department of animal hus- 
bandry at Kansas State Agricultural 
college. All told, live stock furnished 
an outlet for SO per cent of the totat 
food and feed produced by tfime and 
wild vegetation in the United States. 


Live stock, by utilizing advanta- 


geously and efficiently the various pas- 
ture and forage crops, makes possibla 
a system of crop rotation that aids ma- 
terially in maintaining soil fertility anc) 
controlling plant diseases, Insects and1 
weeds. 


Live stock provides, in the form of 


manure, the most reliable and practi- 
cal fertilizer that can be used to main- 
tain soil fertility. The production ol 
grain takes from the soil large amounts 
of phosphorus, potash and nitrogen. 
When grain Is sold off the farm where 
produced these elements of fertility- 
are completely lost, but when grain Is 
fed to live stock 80 per cent of the 
phosphorus, potash and nitrogen Is re- 
turned to the soil In the form of ma- 
nure. Manure also adds to the soil that

Salt, Lime and Iodine 


Needed in Stock Rations 


"Salt, Iodine and calcium are needed 


In every well-balanced live stock ra- 
tion," declared E B Hart of the agri- 
cultural chemistry department, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. 


"Salt is an essential factor In a well- 


balanced ration," declared Mr. Hart. 
When used it Is usually in the form of 
ordinary salt or sodium chloride. The 
chlorine upon entering the stomach 
forms hydrochloric acid, and this acid. 
is necessary for proper and complete 
digestion. The animal with a rough- 
ened co'at is one which is not receiving- 
proper nutrition, and this improper nu- 
trition' may sometimes be traced to a 
lack of salt in the ration. 


"Nearly all common foodstuffs are- 


very low In Iodine content," said Mr. 
Uart. "The greatest loss- resulting from. 
a deficiency of iodine is in the birth of 
hairless pigs. The goiter region of thla 
country Is in the Northwest and it la 
in this section that high losses are in- 
curred. The fact that it has not put 
in an appearance on your farm does 
not necessarily mean that it never will. 
And a little iodine in the form of sodi- 
um or potassium iodide will serve as 
an insurance against trouble of this 
type. 


"Calcium is being given off constant- 


ly In the form of salts in the milk of a 
dairy cow, and some provision must be 
made to replace this. 
It has been 


found that alfalfa hay cured under 
caps carries a vitamine which- aids in 
calcium assimilation. 
Lime or bone- 


meal added to the roughage will also 
help to overcome the constant drain 
on the calcium supply of the body."

Types of Anti-Aircraft Guns 


Are Being Developed, One of Which 
?ires 45-Pound Shell to 45,000 Feet 
Altitude

Washington.—Recent playing ot the 


war game at the army war f-ollege 
has brought out emphatically the fact 
that airplanes are the chief defense 
against all hostile aircraft. 


War college umpires, after careful 


consideration of all elements in the 
war game, were compelled to award 
victory to the enemy air fleet because 
of the lack of fighting planes to pro- 
tect the defending bombing squadrons. 
It was held that the bombers would 
certainly have been brought down or 
driven off by the enemy combat planes 
and the umpires ruled that the enemy 
landing had been .accomplished 


This result conformed with the ex- 


pectations of army officers who have 
studied out the probabilities of future 
naval and land engagements. 
The 


war game, however, was not ot a na- 
ture to serve as any test of the vari- 
ous types tf land defenses against air- 
craft developed since the war to sup- 
plement fighting air squadrons in pro- 
tection of cities or camps against hos- 
tile bombers.

Faunces Tavern at the southeast 


corner of Broad and Pearl streets in 
New York City Is one of the oldest 
buildings in that great city. 


Built in 1719 as a residence for a 


Mr. DeLancey, fate decreed that it 
should play a prominent part on so 
many important occasions that It has 
naturally won for itself a place of 
prominence among the 
most dis- 


tinguished landmarks of our time. 


History records that In 1757 this 


building was being used as a store- 
room and warehouse. Later it became 
the property of a West Indian gentle- 
man who was known as "Black Sam," 
from whom Samuel Faunces purchased 
it in 1762. Three years later it passed 
to a new owner and in 176S the organi- 
zation of the Chamber of Commerce 
was effected here. Fnunces again be- 
came the owner of this much-traded 
building in 1770 and in it conducted a 
tavern—a gathering place for those 
gentleman and ladies who wished to 
favor him with their company. 


A shot from a man-of-war struck 


this building In 1775, following which 
Faunces joined the American army. 
Later he again secured ownership of 
this hotel and continued in possession 
of It for a number of years. 


In 1783 General George Washington 


was banqueted here by Governor Clin- 
ton of New York state, and In this 
same building during the same year 
General Washington took his leave 
of his forty-four officers. 


Faunces sold this building; In 1785 


and It later passed through a series 
of ownerships and usages. la 1832 the 
interior was damaged by fire. Twenty 
years later it became known as the 
Broad Street House. Subsequently It 
was visited by a disastrous fire and 
still later two stories were added to It. 


The venerable building was once 


more restored and In 1907 It was dedi- 
cated by the Sons of the Revolution. 
Restored to Its former appearance and 
interior 
arrangement, 
the 
present 


structure Is practically as It was dur- 
ing the Revolutionary period. The 
first floor Is still used as a restaurant, 
the second containing the celebrated 
long room where General Washington 
took leave of his faithful lieutenants 
of Revolutionary fame and the third 
being occupied as a museum contains 
relics—flags, china, medals, etc., of 
Revolutionary days.

tions point to a short

next year with no clover sod to plow 
the following year. This situation, 
unless remedied, will prove a serious 
handicap to the farmer. 


"A clover crop may still be secur- 


ed for next year if labor and time are 
available to, prepare the seed bed", 
says J. B. R. Dickey, extension spe- 
cialist at State College. "Before pre- 
paring to reseed examine the 
pres- 


ent stand carefully and be sure that 
all chances for the germination of 
the seed has passed." 


In stony, 
weedy or 
very 
hard 


•wheat stubble, plowing, followed by 
several harrowings, is advised. The 
soil should be given plenty of time 
to settle to make a firm seed bed for 
the .clover. I nmany instances, a disc 
harrow used four or fiv€ times 
in 


different directions will 
make 
a 


good seed bed an inch or two deep. 
This leaves the. lime and fertilizer, 
where applied for 
wheat, on 
the 


surface to ibe used by the clover. The 
stubble) on top of the ground pro- 
vides valuable protection. 


The itime for reseeding, according 


to Dickey, depends on the locality 
and moisture. In the southern part» 
of the state, seedings made by Aug- 
ust 15 or 20 should be large enough 
to go through winter safely. Farther 
north, ten days to two weeks earlier 
is advised. Moisture is an important 
factor and sowing on 
dry soil 
is 


never advisable. 


When clover and timothy are sown- 


without a nurse crop, experience has 
shown that plenty of seed should be 
used. Twenty to twenty-five pounds 
of mixed seed will be none too much. 
Several hundred 
pounds 
of 
acid 


phosphate or mixed fertilizer will 'be 
a great aid to the summer seeding/
